OIL VESSELS BURNED 


Costly Fire Occurs at Standard OM 


W harves Near Bayonne. 
New York, Oct. ll .—Fire starting 
after a boiler explosion on the oil tank 
steam ship Dunholme of the Standard 
Oil company fleet, which was docked 
at the Standard Oil company wharves 
at the Hook, south of Bayonne, burned 
that vessel to the w ater’s edge, com­ 
pletely destroyed the oil schooner Cor­ 
onet, singed the N arragansett, Saxa* 
line and Hohenzollem , all of which 
are large tank steam ships, and did in 
all between $500,000 and $600,000 dam ­ 
age. T hree men are reported missing. 
The Dunhelme was scheduled to pull 
out of Bayonne for England this m orn­ 
ing, and her full cargo of 50,000 bar­ 
r a s of oil was on board, packed away 
la cases. 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 7:1-23. 
GOLDEN TEXT—“For the Kingdom of 
God is not eating and drinking, but right­ 
eousness and peace and Joy in the Holy 
Ghost.”—Rom. 14:17 R. V. 


This lesson deals w ith the last of 
those four events th a t m arked the 
crisis in the life of Jesus a t C aperna­ 
um. It occurred ju st before the third 
period of his Galilean m inistry and his 
final departure for Jerusalem . 
Lessons II. and VII. of the second 
quarter of this year showed us Jesus’ 
attitude tow ards the law. 
Here we 
see his attitude tow ards rabbinical tra ­ 
dition. 
(I) They are the traditions of 
men, and not the law of God. (2) They 
were made a pretext w hereby men 
evaded the com m ands of the law. 
We see before us three general divi­ 
sions, I.—The accusation, v. I-"; II.— 
The answ er, v. 6-13, and III.—The ap­ 
plication, v. 14-23. 
Ceremonial Neglected. 
The growing hatred of the P hari­ 
sees led them to m ake the long jour­ 
ney from Jerusalem th at they m ight 
observe him and find wherein to ac­ 
cuse him. 
W hile they were studying 
him they at the sam e tim e revealed 
their ideal of the 
kingdom 
They took special notice that the dis 
ciples of Jesus ate w ithout the careful 
observance of the cerem onial cleans­ 
ing of their hands. 
We m ust not un­ 
derstand this to mean so much the 
removal of 
actual 
uncleanness, but 
rath er th at the disciples had neglect­ 
ed the cerem onial oservance of the 
washing of hands of which the P hari­ 
sees were so punctilious. 
M ark (v. 3 
and 4) acids illum ination 
by calling 
especial attention to these traditions 
to which the Jew s adhered so 
tena­ 
ciously. 
Thus we can see th at their 
ideal of m an’s relation to God 
was 
largely a m atter of external ceremony. 
Purity to them was an outw ard m at­ 
ter. some thing largely governed by the 
traditions of men and which they had 
“received to hold” v. 5. 
The answ er 
of Jesus reveals a very opposite ideal. 
Ile b* gins by calling the Pharisees 
hypocrites. 
A hypocrite is a 
play 
actor, one who hides behind a mask. 
Then a* pl; im; the prophecy of Isaiah, 
J* sus tells the Pharisees that they 
rn* hiding their tru e character behind 
ilb' mask of 
cerem onial 
cleansing. 
Such play acting is but a poor imi­ 
tation of the real heart condition de­ 
m anded by God (Ps. 51:10). 
T heir 
hearts w ere far from God even though 
with th eir lips 
they 
professed 
to 
serve him, “and m any 
like 
things 
ye do.” 
The service which is pleas­ 
ing to God is the doing of his will. It 
consists not in the fulfilling of a rit­ 
ual, but in the fulfillment of life, e. g., 
a growing character. 
Disciples Perplexed. 
Jesus takes advantage of this dis­ 
cussion and turning to the m utitude 
upon whom the Pharisees would bind 
such a grievous burden of cermonial- 
ism and falsehood (M att. 23:4) w arns 
them th at it is not so much th at which 
enters into a man that defiles him, but 
j rath er th at which proceeds out of a 
I man, v. 15. It seem s quite natural that 
the disciples should be perplexed and 
should ask Jesus w hat was m eant by 
such a statem ent. 
Jesus" answ er, v. 
| 18-23, shows us very 
clearly 
th at 
j these things coming forth, reveal the 
corruption within. 
Read 
Matthew’ 
I 12:34, 35, Gen. 6:5 and Jam es 3:10-12. 
Real purity is purity of heart, if the 
heart be not cleansed, what will 
it 
avail if we wash the hands? 
W hat, 
then, is the application for this pres­ 
ent day? 
Clearly we are taught the 
danger of lip service without a change 
of heart. 
The dancer cf substituting 
the good for the best. 
Forms and 
cerem onies are good and have their 
place. 
They are sirnlficant. 
They 
are im portant teaching 
factors, but 
they m ust not bf substituted for 
a 
pure heart. 
We m ust beware lest w’e 
bide behind such a mask. 
There is here also the plain teach­ 
ing as to Jesus* estim ate of the Pen­ 
tateuch and inferentially of the proph­ 
ecy of Isaiah. 
Ha specifically calls it 
the “ Word of God.” 
Surely we can 
accept his estim ate 
as 
contrasted 
with tho traditions of the elders or 
the “consensus of modern thought.” 
T here is here also a great opportu­ 
nity to em phasize filial duty. 
This 
is a day and a tim e th at needs empha- 
| sis upon the fifth com m andm ent. Con* 
j bideration of parents’ sacrifice, co-op- 
| eration with them in the bearing of 
burdens, com fort for them in sorrow 
and adversity, and cheer for them as 
J they journey down life’s pathway. FII- 
j ial disrespect and an iconoclastic ir­ 
reverence of things holy 
are 
two 
things th a t are cursing the rising gen­ 
eration. 
And lastly, there is here a lesson 
to em phasize as to w hat constitutes 
real 
cleansing. 
The 
believer 
is 
aleansed “once for all.” Hob. 10-1-12, 
but needs frequent daily confession 
th at he may abide in unbroken fel­ 
lowship. 
The blood of C hrist not 
only cleanses from the guilt but the 
defilement also.—Eph. 5:25-27 and L 
John 5:6. 
“Less talk and m ore walk, 
“Less w ishing and more doing, , 
“Less preaching and more practic­ 
ing. 
“Less organizations and more 
of 
the Spirit.

Peace One of the Conditions

New York, Oct. l l . —There Is in 
process of negotiation another inter­ 
national loan, this time not to China 
but to Turkey. 
The amount of the 
loan is between $40,000,000 and $50,- 
000,000. 
The 
American group” of bankers— 
the allied forces of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the National City bank, 
the First National bank, and the firm 
of Kuhn. Loeb & C o.—It is understood, 
has been asked to enter into negotia­ 
tions and has done so. 
State Department Interested. 
Again, as with the six powers* loan 
to China, this present Turkish loan i.« 
primarily of a jKditical and interna 
tional character. 
The state depart 
ment has entered into diplomatic ne­ 
gotiations with European powers and 
has taken up the question of a lar^* 
loan to Turkey th roo ah the allied in 
ternational group of bankers. 
It is 
believed that all the continental pow 
era who were represented in the pro­ 
loged Chinese loan of $300,000,000 are 
concerned in the present loan negotia­ 
tions. 
The negotiations were entered 
Into about two months ago. long be­ 
fore there existed signs of immediate 
cause for war that has just been open­ 
ed up In the Balkans. 
If Turkey ex­ 
pects to get this money peace in the 
Balkans will be another strict condi­ 
tion.

In Giving Additional Testimony Be­ 
fore Senate Committee Investigating 
Campaign Contributions, Standard 
Oil Magnate Goes Into Particulars 
For the First Time Concerning the 
Looting of Company's Letter Files. 


W ashington, Oct. ll. — Testifying 
before the senate committee, John D. 
Archbold of the Standard Oil compa­ 
ny told of the “stolen letters” with 
which William R. Hearst has been en­ 
tertaining the country at intervals for 
the last four years. 
It was the first 
rime that .Mr. Archbold has had any­ 
thing to say in public as to how these 
letters were abstracted from his pri­ 
vate files. 
The Standard Oil official startled the 
committee by asserting that the thefts 
had extended over a period of at least 
two years; that his entire letter files 
had 
been systematically overhauled 
and rifled before he even suspected 
that any letters were missing. 
He 
dpes not know now* how many unpub- 
lish(d letters Mr. Hearst still has in 
his bag. 
Mr. Archbold has strong suspicions, 
but does not to this day know* who 
stole the letters. 
He disclosed the 
fact that an effort was made to sell 
a batch of them back to the Standard 
Oil company. This offer was made to 
the late F. L. Barstow, a director of 
the trust, by one of the men supposed 
to have engaged 
in the theft. 
Mr. 
Archbold testified that Mr. Barstow 
wrested the letters from this man and 
then turned him out of doors. One of 
the very documents which came back 
into Mr. Archbold’s possession In this 
remarkable way later was published 
by Mr. Hearst, indicating that those 
w’ho had taken the letters had allowed 
them to In* photographed before at­ 
tempting to sell them to the Standard 
people. 
Mr. Archbold testified that the only 
explanation he had ever got from Mr. 
Hearst was that he had received the 
correspondence from “a friend.” 
The 
Standard Oil official said that he had 
contemplated proceedings against Mr. 
Hearst to replevin the letters, but bad 
been advised by his counsel that such 
actu n would be futile. 
He showed 
great feeling In testifying in regard to 
his stolen corres{>ondence, declaring 
that there was nothing in the letters 
of w hich he was ashamed and that he 
would write them over again if the 
occasion arose. 
He defended vigor­ 
ously all of the men who had been at­ 
tacked on account of his correspond­ 
ence. 
Mr. Archbold submitted in evidence 
letters tending to substantiate the 
statem ents that have been made that 
Mr. Roosevelt expres<ed a desire to 
have Mr. Archbold lunch with him at 
th** White House, and keenly resented

Mr. Roosevelt not only invited 
birr. but his son-in-law and his daugh­ 
ter. 
Mr. V reb bold failed to produce the 
Bliss receipt for the $100,000 contrib­ 
uted by th* Standard Oil company to 
the Roosevelt I$04 campaign. 
He had 
dis core red the receipt had been de­ 
sire vt d. 
Cheries D. illlles. chairman of tht 
Republican national committee, was 
called on to substantiate the rtato- 
ment attributed to him by the press 
that Colonel Roosevelt spent millions 
of harvester trust money in an effort 
to ret the nomination. 
This is th" 
statem ent to which Colonel Roosevelt 
objected so strenuously before the sen­ 
ate committee, declaring that H’lles 
should be compelled to prove it or 
“forever hide his face in shame.” 
Mr. m iles presented to the commit­ 
tee a letter which he had Just written 
to George W. Perkins, in which he re­ 
iterated that Colonel Roosevelt’s cam­ 
paign cost at least $2,000,000;

CLEAN AND UNCLEAN. 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 7:1-23. 
GOLDEN TEXT—"For the Kingdom of 


God Is not eating and drinking, but right- 
eousness and peace and Jo/ In the Holy 
Ghosf-Rom. 14:17 R. V. 


This lesson deals with the last of 


those four events that marked the 
crisis in the life of Jesus at Caperna- 
um. It occurred just before the third 
period of bis Galilean ministry and his 
final departure for Jerusalem. 


Lessons II. and VII. of the second 


quarter of this year showed us Jesus' 
attitude towards the law. 
Here we 


see his attitude towards rabbinical tra- 
dition. (1) They are the traditions of 
men, and not the law of God. (2) They 
were made a pretext whereby men 
evaded the commands of the law. 


We see before us three general divi- 


sions, I.—The accusation, v. 1-5; II.— 
The answer, v. 6-13, and III.—The ap- 
plication, v. 14-23. 


Ceremonial Neglected. 


The growing hatred of the Phari- 


sees led them to make the long jour- 
ney from Jerusalem that they might 
observe him and find wherein to ac- 
cuse him. While they were studying 
him they at the same time revealed 
their ideal of the kingdom of God. 
They took special notice that the dis- 
ciples of Jesus ate without the careful 
observance of the ceremonial cleans- 
ing of their hands. 
We must not un- 


derstand this to mean •so much the 
removal of actual uncleanness, but 
rather that the disciples had neglect- 
ed the ceremonial oservance of the 
washing of hands of which the Phari- 
sees were so punctilious. Mark (v. 3 
and 4) adds illumination by calling 
especial attention to these traditions 
to which the Jews adhered so tena- 
ciously. 
Thus we can see that their 


ideal of man's relation to God was 
largely a matter of external ceremony. 
Purity to them was an outward mat- 
ter, something largely governed by the 
traditions of men and which they had 
"received to hold" v. 5. The answer 
of Jesus reveals a very opposite ideal. 
He begins by calling the Pharisees 
hypocrites. 
A hypocrite is a 
play 


actor, or.e who hides behind a mask. 
Then applying the prophecy of Isaiah, 
Jesus tells the Pharisees that they 
are hiding their true character behind 
the mask of ceremonial 
cleansing. 


Such play acting is but a poor imi- 
tation of the real heart condition de- 
manded by God (Ps. 51:10). 
Their 


hearts were far from God even though 
with their lips they 
professed to 


serve him, "and many like 'things 
ye do." 
The service which is pleas- 


ing to Ged is the doing of his will. It 
consists not in the fulfilling of a rit- 
ual, but in the fulfillment of life, e. g., 
a growing character. 


Disciples Perplexed. 


Jesus takes advantage of this dis- 


cussion and turning to the mutitude 
upon whom the Pharisees would bind 
such a grievous burden of cermonial- 
ism and falsehood (Matt. 23:4) warns 
them that it is not so much that which 
enters into a man that denies him, but 
rather that which proceeds out of a 
man, v. 15. It seems quite natural that 
the disciples should be perplexed and 
should ask Jesus what was meant by 
such a statement. 
Jesus' answer, v. 


1S-23, shows us very 
clearly that 


these things coming forth, reveal the 
corruption within. 
Read 
Matthew 


12:34, 35, Gen. 6:5 and James StlO-12. 
Real purity is purity of heart, if the 
heart be not cleansed, what will it 
avail if we wash the hands? What, 
then, is the application for this pres- 
ent day? 
Clearly we are taught the 


danger of lip service without a change 
of heart. 
The danger cf substituting 


the good for the best. 
Forma and 


ceremonies are good and have their 
place. 
They are significant. 
They 


are important teaching factors, but 
they must not be substituted for a 
pure heart. We must beware lest we 
hide behind such a mask. 


There is here also the plain teach- 


ing as to Jesus' estimate of the Pen- 
tateuch and inferentially of the proph- 
ecy of Isaiah. 
He specifically calls it 


the "Word of God." 
Surely we can 


accept his estimate as contrasted 
with the traditions of the elders or 
the "consensus of modern thought." 


There is here also a great opportu- 


nity to emphasize filial duty. This 
is a day and a time that needs empha- 
sis upon the fifth commandment. Con- 
sideration of parents' sacrifice, co-op- 
eration with them in the bearing of 
burdens, comfort for them in sorrow 
and adversity, and cheer for them as 
they journey down life's pathway. Fil- 
ial disrespect and an iconoclastic ir- 
reverence of things holy are 
two 


things that are cursing the rising gen- 
eration. 


And lastly, there is here a lesson 


to emphasize as to what constitutes 
real cleansing. 
The believer 
is 


aleansed "once for all." Heb. 10-1-12, 
but needs frequent daily confession 
that he may abide in unbroken fel- 
lowship. 
The blood of Christ not 


only cleanses from the guilt bat the 
defilement also.—Eph.-5:25-27 and I. 
John 6:6.

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TURKEY SEEKING AN 


INTERNATIONAL LOAN 


Peace One of tbe Conditions 


Imposed. 


New York, Oct. 11.—There Is in 


process of negotiation another inter- 
national loan, this time not to China 
but to Turkey. 
The amount of the 


loan is between $40,000,000 and $50,- 
000.000. 


The "American group" of bankers— 


the allied forces of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the National City bank. 
the First National bank, and the firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.—it is understood. 
has been asked to enter into negotia- 
tions and has done so. 


State Department Interested. 


Again, as with the six powers' loan 


to China, this present Turkish loan is 
primarily of a political and interna- 
tional character. 
The state depart- 


ment lias entered into diplomatic ne- 
gotiations with European powers and 
has taken up the question of a large 
loan to Turkey through the allied in- 
ternational group of bankers. It is 
believed that an the continental pow- 
ers who were represented in the pro- 
posed Chinese loan of $300,000,000 are 
concerned in tbe present loan negotia- 
tions. The -negotiations were entered 
Into about TWO -months ago, long be- 
fore there existed signs of immediate 
cause for war that has just been open- 
ed up in the Balkans. If Turkey ex- 
pects to get this money peace in the 
Balkans -will be another strict condi- 
tion. 


BRISK BATTLE 


Turks Compelled to Give Up Before 


Fire of Mountaineers. 


Cettinje, Oct. 11.—Detchitch, the 


fortified position to which the Turks 
retired when the guns of the Monte- 
negrins drove them from Mt Planin- 
itza, was captured by the Montene- 
grins. The Turkish commander and 
his staff and a majority of the Turk- 
ish troops in the garrison surrendered. 
The Montenegrins captured four guns 
and their flags are now flying on the 
fortification. The losses on both sides 
-were severe. 
The capture of Detch- 


itch did not decide the day, and the 
battle was continued on a big scale 
before Tuzi. The result is unknown. 


A Montenegrin force under General 


"Vukovitch crossed the frontier near 
Belgrade. It is reported that the Mon- 
tenegrins have captured Berana, but 
this is not confirmed. Eighteen Turk- 
ish battalions on the left bank of the 
Llm river are isolated. Servian insur- 
gents burned the Turkish barracks at 
Hoykowstz and Berana and killed 
some soldiers. They captured eighty, 
whom they turned over to the Monte- 
negrins. There is a report that a Bul- 
garian force wliich attacked a Turkish 
post fifteen miles from Hustafa Pasha, 
was repulsed with great loss.

HOW HEARST GOT 


THOSE LEHERS 


Archbold Says They Were Stolen 


From Files, 


STARTLED THE 
COMMITTEE 


In Giving Additional Testimony Be- 


fore Senate Committee Investigating 
Campaign Contributions, 
Standard 


Oil Magnate Goes Into Particulars 
For the First Time Concerning the 
Looting of Company's Letter Files. 


Washrington, Oct. 11. — Testifying 


before the senate committee, John D. 
Archbold of the Standard Oil compa- 
ny told of the "stolen letters" with 
which William R. Hearst has been en- 
tertaining the country at intervals for 
the last four years. It was the first 
time that Mr. Archbold has had any- 
thing to say in public as to how these 
letters were abstracted from his pri- 
vate files. 


The Standard Oil official startled the 


committee by asserting that the theft* 
had extended over a period of at least 
two years; that his entire letter flies 
had been systematically overhauled 
and rifled before he even suspected 
that any letters were missing. He 
does not know now' how many unpub- 
lished letters Mr. Hearst still has in 
his bag. 


Mr. Archbold has strong suspicions, 


but does not to this day know who 
stole the letters. 
He disclosed the 


fact that an effort was made to sell 
a batch of them back to the Standard 
Oil company. This offer was made to 
the late F. L. Barstow, a director of 
the trust, by one of the men supposed 
to have engaged in the theft. Mr. 
Archbold testified that Mr. Barstow 
wrested the letters from this man and 
then turned him out of doors. One of 
the very documents which came back 
into Mr. Archbold's possession in this 
remarkable way later was published 
by Mr. Hearst, indicating that those 
who had taken the letters had allowed 
them to be photographed before at 
tempting to sell them to the Standard 
people. 


Mr. Archbold testified that the only 


explanation he had ever got from Mr. 
Hearst was that he had received the 
correspondence from "a friend." The 
Standard Oil official said that he had 
contemplated proceedings against Mr. 
Hearst to replevin the letters, but had 
been advised by his counsel that such 
action would be futile. 
He showed 


great feeling in testifying in regard to 
his stolen correspondence, declaring 
that there was nothing in the letters 
of which he was ashamed and that he 
would write them over again if the 
occasion arose. 
He defended vigor 


ously all of the men who had been at- 
tacked on account of his correspond 
ence. 


Mr. Archbold submitted in evidence 


letters tending to substantiate the 
statements that have been made that 
Mr. Roosevelt expressed a desire to 
have Mr. Archbold lunch with him at 
the White House, and keenly resented 
a statement made by Colonel Roose 
veil that he (Archholdt had been 
taken to Oyster Bay to lunch with Mr 
Roosevelt by Senator Bourne of Ore 
gon. Mr. Archbold said that he was 
not. in the habit of accepting invita 
tions to a "gentleman's" house through 
a third party, and that as a matter o 
fact, Mr. Roosevelt not only invited 
him, but his son-in-law and his daugh- 
ter.
